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MARY’S MONTH. 


: “For behold from henceforth all generations 
, shall call me blessed” (St. Luke I, 48). When, in her 
supreme exaltation of soul, Mary, the Mother of 
Christ, spoke these prophetic words, she was voicing 
a truth that has been in evidence since the very dawn 
of Christianity. God loved the humility of His hand- 
maid and His messenger, Gabriel, saluted her with the 
words: “Hail, full of grace, the Lord is with thee: 
blessed art thou among women.” St. Elizabeth, under 
the inspiration of the Holy ol proclaimed Mary 
the Mother of God and said to her; “Blessed art thou 
+ “among women, and blessed is the fruit of thy womb” 
me per uke I, 42), When our Savior manifested His 
| vine power in behalf of the afflicted, a voice from 
the crowd blessed the mother, who bore Him. The 
Apostles venerated Mary as the beloved and lovin 
mother of their Master. The early Christians love 
to sing her praises. Mary formed the basis of the 
most eloquent sermons; she furnished the inspiration 
for the most exalted sentiments expressed in prose or 
poetry. Truly could Wordsworth, the poet, call her 
+ “our tainted nature’s solitary boast.” Rightly has 
her life been thé’ admiration of her devoted clients; 
rightly has her life been the exemplar and the in- 
spiration of pure womanhood, “because He hath re- 
garded the humility of His handmaid.” 

To love her whom He hath loved is pleasing to 
Christ, her Divine Son. To honor her whom God 
hath honored fs most worthy of the Children of God, 
During this beautiful month of May when nature 
unites her spring-time voice of gladness with man’s 
fervent Hosannas to the Creator of all things, let true 
children of God honor her, who was privileged to be 
the: Mother of God. 
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Our faith might be strengthened somewhat by a 
few reflections on the obstacles, seemingly unsur- 
mountable, which lay in the path of the Apostles of 
Christianity, but which they so successfully removed. 
To refer to but one of these obstacles, let it be remem- 
bered that there was little in common between the 
religion of God’s chosen people in the Old and His 
children in the New Law, yet it was the Israelites 
with whom the Apostles had first to deal, and they 
themselves were Israelites, schooled from childhood 
in the law of Moses. Hebrew prophets, whose writ- 
ings.were reverently read and accepted as infallible 
oracies, not only kept alive the memory of Israel’s 
past glorious history, not only insisted that the 
descendants of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob were God’s 
~ favored ones, but assured them thatthe long expected 

Messias would Himself be a Jew according to the 
flesh. His Kingdom, no matter if the Hebrews did 
believe it would be of the temporal order, was to be 
established in Judea, and was repeatedly referred to 
as “the Kingdom of Israe].”’ 

Instead of expecting the Kingdom of the Messias 
to be carried to the Gentiles, the Jews looked for the 
Gentiles to be won over to their faith. Zealous Jews 
had always been active propagandists of Israel’s re. 
ligion, and their proselytes had to become, so to speak, 
naturalized Jews. .The converts from Judaism to 
Christianity believed that their ancient inheritance 

¢ went with them, and that Gentiles, of whatever race, 
must give up their nationality to become Christian 
Jews

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Christ had commissioned the Apostles to teach 
all nations, but it did not appear clear to them, until 
Peter’s vision, recorded in Acts X. 9-20, that the

After Peter’s vision just referred to, this Apostle 
baptized Cornelius and his family, the first Gentiles 
received into the Christian Church without having 
first passed through the synagogue. The Jews were 
shocked at this and later at the reception of many 
Gentiles into the Church at Antioch without having 
the Jewish rite imposed on them: they were scan- 
dalized that the Antioch converts called themselves
